Man Should Do Thingrs on the Sab­ 
bath That Eest Him, Body, 
Mind and Soul. 


R ev. J, H . Albert preached a 
splendid sermon 
on Sunday ob­ 
servance at 
the First Congrega­ 
tional church yesterday morning, 
that should have been heard by 
those who place the Sabbath above 
the man as well as those who sub­ 
vert the holy day to selfish aims. 
Sunday, the speaker said, is a 
portion of time set apart for man 
thac he 
is 
to 
use 
for his own 
highest enjoyment. 
He should do 
those things on the Sabbath that rest 
him, body, mind and soul, from 
the cares of the week. 
Idleness is not rest. 
The mind 
is not idle, and a man’s aim should 
be to shape the current of thought 
into elevating channels. He should 
do things that will help his fellow 
man. 
The doing of 
nothing on 
the Sabbath day is not Christiani­ 
ty. 
The true Christian does some­ 
thing all the time. 
The 
law contemplates the ob­ 
servance of its spirit and not 
al­ 
ways the letter. 
The speaker il­ 
lustrated this point by telling of 
the time when it was a capital of­ 
fense to spill the blood of a priest. 
One day a priest fell in a faint, 
and a physician happening along, 
bled him, according to the medical 
w ay of thinking of those 
days. 
Then the question arose. Has not 
this physician violated the law? 
He had, indeed, . violated the letter 
of the law, but, in so doing, had 
obeyed the spirit of it and saved 
the priest’s life. 
L a w is 
fixed. 
A s * you 
grow 
stronger 
and 
larger, 
you 
must 
either break it sometimes or you 
will 
find that 
it 
binds you 
to 
slavery. 
Principles are the things 
that should be kept to the front 
It is the principle of the thing 
that w e should keep 
before our 
eyes. 
There are some things that 
must be done on 
Sunday. 
It 
is 
not violating the spirit of the law 
to do these. 
Mr. Albert denounced Sunday 
excursions, whether they be to a 
dog fight, a baseball game or a 
camp meeting— the effect was de­ 
basing. 
The 
railroad 
companies 
and 
great manufacturing plants, if they 
so chose, could arrange to do less 
w ork on the Lord’s day, and even 
some 
of 
the 
big Sunday papers 
were big Sunday nuisances. 
A large audience was present, 
and 
the speaker was listened to 
with 
marked 
attention, at 
one 
point there being a suspicion of 
audible applause.
